A PREDICAMENT. 


Utah's Fields and Valleys Heavy wltli 


a Harvest which Cannot lie 


Gathered. 


Salt Lake Tribune 


The Triluue has, a number of times 


during the spring and summer months, 
alluded to tbe promise everywhere of 
an abundant harvest, which all the 
farmers and agricultural men coincided 
in thinking would be the heaviest ever 
known. The only apprehension felt in 
regard to the matter was on account of 
the scarcity of labor. At present all 
kinds of grain seems to be ripening on 
the farmers' hands at once, and the 
harvest of all is just commencing, not 
one-twentieth part yet being done. The 
neighboring farmers are trying to over- 
come in part the labor famine by com- 
bining together and taking each other'* 
crops in together in rotation. Lots of 
grain is cut and left lying on the ground 
in tbe bundle, tome of it having gone 
nnshoeked so long that weeds have 
grown up to a level with the height of 
the bundles. There is no danger of 
damage to grain left thus while the 
present weather continues, though the 
hay crop will suffer a little. 


The tame condition of things existed 


about Ktysville and down all the way 
through the Salt Lake Valley. In this 
valley there is a remarkably fine potato 
crop, one man having a 30 acre field, 
which, if due to day, would yield 200 
bushels, and will go 300 bualids to the 
acre, if left awhile longer. Consider 
ing even the extra labor required lor 
puutoes, this is a splendid crop. The 
potatoes railed here ire almost entirely 
for tbe Colorado market. 


The fruit crop of tbe territory is on 


a par with its grain. At every station 
or settlement through the northern 
part the children crowd around with 
buckets and baskets of apples, apricots, 
peaches, blackberries, etc., which they 
sell so low that it seems the country 
must be burdened down with its large 
harvest of fruits. 
In short, everywhere 


and in every department, Utah teems 
this year, to be blessed with an abund 
aoce even to overflowing, and this wil 
be felt more when the grain and other 
product* fairly begin to pour io.

when the air .grows thick by degrees, 
and the nun, moon and stars shine dim- 
mer, then it ia likely to rain six hours 
usually. 


Heavy thunder storms, coming up 


with an east wind, while the barometer 
is falling, do Dot cool the air ; we my 
say it isfutil! sultry, and there will be 
another storm. The air does not grow 
cooler until a thunder storm comes from 
the west, and the barometer begint to 


!C. 
After a long drouth, the rainbow is a 


sign of rain ; after much wet, of fair 
weatber. If the rainbow breaks up all at 
once, there will be severe and unsettled 
weatber. The appearance of two or 
ibree rainbows indicates fair weather 
For the present, but settled and heavy 
rains in two or three days' time. 


If, during a calm, the smoke from 


the chimneys doet not ascend readily, 
or straight upwanl, an nnfavoral change 
is probable, with rain, simply because 
the air hat lost density, and is unable 
to bear up the smoke so readily as when 
drier and eloser. 


If the wind shifts from the south to 


tbe north through the west, the barom- 
eter rises and the thermometer falls, 
thereupon, in the winter there will be 
heavy falls ot snow, in spring sleet 
showers, and in summer thunder storms 
after which the air then becomes much 
cooler.

His Doctors Claim that he is 


Improving. 


But his Gain is Very Slow. 


THE FLURRY ON CHANGE YESTERDAY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13, 8:30 a. m.— 


The president did not ileep as well 
during the earl; put of the night; af- 
ter midnight, however, his ileep wu 
refreshing and only broken at long in- 
tervals. This morning he has a little 
fever, nevertheless he expresses himself 
as feeling better than for several davs 
past False 104; temperature 100.8; 
reipi ration 19. 


Buss AND RBYBBRN. 


WASHINGTON, August 12.—There 


has been very little change in the pres- 
ident's case sinoe yesterday, bat that 
change is faverable. The patient ap- 
pears to have slept a little better last 
night, and to have taken his nourish- 
ment with a little more relish this 
morning, bat his palse and temperature 
were as high as upon yesterday morn- 
ing. This was not quito what the doc- 
tors had expected or wished. However, 
the noon rise of pulse was not so great 
as at noon yesterday, though the tem- 
perature was somewhat higher. The 
general condition of the president, not- 
withstanding these unfavorable figures, 
was considered by the doctors an im- 
provement over his oondition yesterday. 
In what particular this improvement 
consists they do not say with any ex- 
actitude, but they express themselves 
as satisfied that the president has great- 
ly rallied irom the shock of last Mon- 
day, and he has improved somewhat 
within the laat twenty-four hours. They 
say that the fever is not of an intermit- 
tent type. 
Nor is it of a malarial na- 


ture, but is only the usual surgical 
fever. 
Dr. Hamilton, who arrived last 


night, did not go to the white house 
until this morning. He was present at 
the morning examination, and assisted 
in dressing the wound this forenoon. 
He expressed himself as satisfied with 
the condition of the president, and de- 
clared that there is no cause for alarm. 
The doctors do not disguise the fact 
that they had anticipated a greater fall- 
ing off in the temperature and pulse of 
the patient before noon. It was pre- 
dicted last Monday, when the operation 
was performed, that this rapidity of 
pulse and high temperature would dis- 
appear on Thursday, but now that 
Thursday and Friday have come and 
gone and the fever continues as high as 
ever, there is considerable anxiety in 
the public mind to knowjnst when it Is 
going to end. The physicians do not 
appear to feel alarmed, and are not yet 
under any obligation to satisfy public 
cariosity B<S to the cause. The doctors 
appear to 
have felt 
nettled over 


the statement in the Philadelphia TVmei 
of the 8th relative to the treatment of 
the ease and location of the ball. That 
statement was illustrated by a diagram. 
On that evening your correspondent not 
only found the doctors, but the corre- 
spondents and white house attaches 
very intently poring over this account 
in the Tones, which decorated the white 
house tables. The doctors are much 
annoyed at what it is thought is calcu- 
lated to discredit their diagnosis of the 
cage. At the name of Dr. Agnew was 
mentioned, they have prevailed upon 
him to publish a card,in which he state* 
that he was not responsible for the arti- 
cle mentioned. There would appear to 
be no other cause for this denial, since 
Dr. Aenew was not givenf as the author 
of the article, but it illustrates the ex- 
treme tenderness of the medical mind 
at this particular juncture. 


These doctors have been overhauled 


for numerous blunders a good deal of 
late, and the more truthful the criticism 
the more sensitive they are. The pres- 
ident was propped up a little while to 
day, but was not able to stand it long. 
He is.refining his cheerfulness some- 
what, which ia in itself a good sign. He 
has been Me to take more solid food 
to-day than yesterday. 
While the doc- 


tors' reports are encouraging, the figure! 
show that the president opened and 
closed the day with the sime pulse and 
temperature as yesterday, and that the 
febrile rise came on a littfe earlier, and 
was a little higher at midday, than yes- 
terday. This is very unsatisfactory to 
the many who are anxious to see that 
abatement which was promised. The 
president wants to get away. It ft 
plain that he regards an early removal 
one of the necessities of hia case, and 
never fails to talk about that much 
wished for event. It is now proposed 
to remove him just as noon as possible, 
or as soon as it can be done without 
absolute danger to the patient. 
The

while at the Soldiers' Home the presi- 
dential cottage nan been got ready for 
occupancy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 12,—The 


United States »teauer>Tallapoma,whioh 
has been undergoing repairs and fitting 
out for sea during the past month, will 
be manned to-morrow. A suite of 
rooms will be prepared expreulyfor the 
use of President Oilfield in the event 
of its being foand practicable to take 
him out on the water when he becomes 
sufficiently strong to warrant his being 
moved from the executive mansion. The 
suite consists of four comparatiuely 
large rooms, including a bed chamber, 
reception and ante rooms, and bath 
room. When it U determined to take 
the president on the vessel, a swinging 
bed will be hang in his chamber for the 


pcjrpoae of preventing the patient from 
being annoyed by the motion of the 
Teasel. A steam-heating apparatus it 
being placed in the president's quartan 
whereby the four rooms can be kept 
pretty'dry and warm. Thii arrange- 
ment is said to be principally for use 
daring the continuance of foggy or 
damp weathrr. 


When Dr. Bliss returned to the white 


house to attend the midday examination 
to-day, ha carried his right arm in a 
sling.' Upon being asked the cause 
therefor, the Doctor said : "I have re- 
ceived a little pus poisoning." Further 
inquiry elicited the information that, 
during the operation which was per- 
formed on the president Monday morn- 
ing, the doctor accidentally struck the 
instrument which had been used to make 
the incision, receiving a small cut on 
hi* forefinger. 
The wound, although 


slight, became irritated, and now his 
finger is considerably swollen, and it is 
supposed that, with the cut, be bad re- 
ceived some of the pus which bad ad- 
hered to the sharp instrument. 


NEW YORK, August 12.—The Ex- 


press says there seems to be a sort 
of tacit understanding in financial cir- 
cles here that Vanderbilt is in favor of 
a five year money pool among the trunk 
lines as the way out of the continual 
cutting of riles. It was freely reported 
this morning that the Baltimore and 
Ohio company were in harmony with 
Vanderbilt, but that the Pennsylvania 
and Erie roida object to a money pool 
running longer than one year. From 
this it would appear that the whole 
thing if) narrowed down to the question 
of the pool. The Krie has been making 
many improvements within a year or 
two, from which an increased traffic is 
expected in the early future, and hence 
its objection to a five years' contract 
on the basis of present earnings. There 
was a confident feeling on the street 
this morning that the objections of the 
Pennsylvania and Krie would be over- 
come in some way, and on this there 
were increased purchases of leading 
trunk shares at advancing prices, which 
imparted a strong undertone to the 
whole list.

tices' fees, from Ihe Springfield Journal 


•'Justice T, J Thompson and City At- 


torney Sterling, of this city, have opened 
up an interesting subject—but one which 
appears hitherto to have been but imper- 
fectly understood—by their correspond 
ence published in Saturday morning's 
Journal In reference to the fees of Jus 
lice* and Constables or Policemen. 


Mr. Thompson says that he learns from 


the newspapers that it has been tbe cus- 
tom, if not the universal practice, when 
an Individual charged with being "drunk 
and disorderly" is brought before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, to impose on him a 
"fine of $3 and cost*." The "costs" are 
represented to amount to 94.85, of which 
$3 40 and sometimes f 3 goes to the po- 
liceman and tbe remainder to the Justice 
These proportions seemed to be based up- 
on no definite or established rule, tbe 
larger concession of $3 being made to 
the policeman u an inducement to bring 
bis business to the Justice, who contents 
himself with tbe remaining f 1 85. 


It is hinted, if not directly asserted, 


tbat tbe amount of fees exacted is not al 
ways controlled by tbe question whether 
Here has been a trial and an execution 
bas been issued, and Justice Thompson, 
who frankly confesses bis lack of expe- 
rience, asks the city attorney for a con- 
struction ot tbe law which will enable 
him to determine what is the fee which 
may be properly and legally exacted 
when the party arrested, pleads guilty, 
without trial, and tenders bis fiae and 
costs without the necessity of issuing an 
execution 
The answer of the t ily at- 


torney is clear and explicit at least 
Mr 


Sterling says 


Where then Is a plea of guilty, there Is no 


trial, and the t! fee allowed to a "Justloa" for 
trial of all contested cases. [Hevlied Statutes, 
Chap 5», Section 40), cannot he legally charg- 
ed

be made by tbe Justice for issuing-, nor by tbe
